This application is a national stage entry of PCT/US05/10441 filed March 28, 
2005 and claims priority to U.S. Provisional Patent Application No. 60/556,473 filed on 
March 26, 2004. 

In the claims: 

Claim 4 is rewritten to read: 

An interfering RNA (RNAi) molecule that is between about 19 and about 29 
nucleotides in length and hybridizes to a Met target sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 
15. 



New claims 51-58 are added as follows: 
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51 . An interfering RNA (RNAi) molecule that is between about 19 and about 
29 nucleotides in length and comprises the nucleotide sequence shown in SEQ ID NO: 
15 wherein U is substituted for T. 

52. A DNA molecule encoding the RNAi molecule of claim 51 . 

53. An expression construct comprising the DNA molecule of claim 52. 

54. An expression construct comprising DNA that encodes the RNAi molecule 
of claim 52 operatively linked to a promoter that drives the expression of said RNAi 
molecule in a c-mef-expressing cell. 

55. A viral vector comprising the expression construct of claim 53. 

56. The viral vector of claim 55 that is an adenoviral vector. 

57. A method of treating a c-mef tumor or cancer in a subject, comprising 
administering to the subject by an effective route, an amount of the viral vector of claim 
55 effective for inhibiting expression of c-mef and thereby (i) inhibiting the growth, 
invasion or metastasis of cells of said tumor or cancer, or (ii) killing said tumor or cancer 
cells. 

58. The method of claim 57 wherein the tumor or cancer is glioblastoma, 
prostate or gastric.
